A SUICIDE EPIDEMIC. 


Morphine, Laudazsum and the Razor in 
Deadly Use at Musecie. 


Murscig, Ind., Jane 6.—An epidemic of sul- 
cide is prevailing in Muncie. Mre. Adda Ray- 
mond left her husband andchila at Ander- 
son, cameto Muncie and attempted to end 
her life by taking morphine, unsuccessfully.

Ladas, Who Ruled Favorite, Has Al- 
ready Won the Two Thousand 
Gaineas and Newmarket Stakes—Lord 
Arlington’s Matchbox Finished Sec- 
ond and Bullingdoru Third—Lord Bose- 
bery’s Derby Candidates Unsuccess- 
fal in Former Years. 


Loxrpor, June 6.—The destiny which Lord 
Rosebery mapped out for himself when at 
college has been fulfilled. He married the 
richest girl in England, Miss Hannah de 
Rothschild; he is prime Minister of England, 
and he won the derby to-day with his bay 
colt Ladas, the winner of the Two Thousand 
Guineason May 9, and the winner of the 
Newmarket stakes on May 23. 

The derby, the greatest of all horse races, 
is of 6,000 sovereigns, the winner to receive 
5,C00 ($25,000), the Mominator of the winner 
600 sovereigna, the owner of the second 800 
sovereigns and the owner of the third 200 
sovereigns out ofthe race. The event is for 
8-year-olds, colts to carry 9 stone and fillies 
to carry 8stone 9 pounds. Entrance fee, 5 
sovereigns. Distance about one mile anda 
half. The following were the starters with 
the betting late last night: 

Lord Rosebery’s colt. Ladas, 11 to 4 on; 
Lora Arlington’s Matchbox, 100 to 14 against; 
the Duke of Westminster's Bullingdon, 8 to 1; 
Mr. T. Cannon’s Reminder, 25 to 1; Lord 
Bradford’s Hornbeam, 80 to 1; Mr. Douglas 
Baird’s Galloping Dick, 60 to 1; Lord Scar- 
brough’s Ciyd, 100 to I. 

Ladas is a direct descendant of Whalebone, 
who won the derby forthe Duke of Grafton 
whenthe iatter was Prime Minister in 1810. 
Ladas is by Hampton, son of Lord Clifien, by 
Newminster, whose sire was Touchstone, by 
Camel, son of Whalevone. Mr. John Corlett 
of the London Sporting Times recently re- 
ferred to the ancestry of Ladas as follows: 

**lhe Newminster line is generally con- 
sidered delicate, but it is long-lived. The 
average age at death of a crack stud horse is 
17. This, however, has been exceeded by the 
ancestors of Ladas, Lord Clifden excepted. 
Whalebone broke a Blood vessel ana died in 
1631, aged 24. His son, Camel, was shot at 
Stockwell in 1844, aged 22. His grandson, the 
famous Touchstone, died at Eton in 1861 at 
the patriarchial age of 80. Touchstone’s son, 
Newminster, died in 1868 at Rawcliffe at 20. 
His son, Lord Clifden, was only 15 when he 
died of heart disease at Wadhurst—a national 
loss. Hampton, the sire of Ladas, is by Lora 
Clifden and, though he was foaled as far 
back as 1872. the old fellow is still full of 
vigor.'’ 

THE INTEREST INTENSE. 

It is doubtful if so much interest has ever 
before been taken inthe Derby. There were 
several causes for this state of affairs. In 
the rst place many thousands of people 


were anxious to see the Derby, because it Is 
the great event ofthe turf; in the second 
place, Ladas, owned bythe Prime Minister 
of Great Britain, was looked upon as being 
the horse of the year, his previous victories 
having won him his many friends who 
longed to see once morethe primrose and 
rose hoops with ruse-colored cap (Lord 
Rosebery’s colors) fiying to the front of 
everything else in the Seld. 

Thus it was that the special trains at Lon- 
don bridge and Victoria Stations, run every 
five minutes, were packéd to the utmost with 
the usual crowd of race-gzoers, augmented 
by many people who bad never before ven- 
tured to Epsom, but who went there to-day 
in order to see ‘‘Rosébery win the third 
event.’’ . 

The morning was dull and dreary, rain 
threatening and fog predominating. Buta 
snowstorm would not have kept those 
crowds away from Epsom Downs to-day. 
The travelers to Epsom by train. however, 
jammed, laughing and swearing. growling 
and singing, intothe stuffy, box-like cars, 
were only one portion of .the throng 
bound to the ‘‘darby.’’ By farthe noisiest, 
though joliiest, portion of the race-going 
public traveled to Epsom by road in the 
time-honored fashion by the aristocratic 
four-in-hand tandem and dog cart, the 
heavy drag, the hansom, the ‘*four- 
wheeler,’’ the market wagon, the van, 
and any other kindof vehicle mentionabie, 
not forgetting the famous costermonger’s 
donkey cart with its excessive load of beer- 
soaked humanity? Over 100,000 people, ac- 
cording to estimates, journeyed to Epsom 
to-day, by road or bDyrall,insome manner 
or other, the attendance being above the 
aterage in point of numbers and respect- 
ability. But the pickpocket, thimbie- 
rigger, bruiser, negro minstrel and 
tout fraternities were out n 
force, mingling with gaudily dressed 
people intent on the day’s sport. 

WON IN A CANTER. 

Ladas won in a canter by a length anda 
half in 2:45 4-5. Six lengths sepa- 
rated the second horse, Matchbox, from 


the third, Reminder. Hornbeam was fourth. 
A scene of indescribable enthusiasm foliowea 
Ladas’ victory. The starting prices were 9 
to2o0n Ladas, 9tolagainst Matchbox and ss 
to 1 against Reminder. The place bet- 
ting was 100 to 8 on Ladas, 100 to 30 on Match- 
box and 6 to 4 against Reminder. 

Among the royalty and nobility present at 
the race were the Prince and Princess of 
Wales, the Princess Maude of Wales, the 
Duke of Saxe-OCoburge-Gotha (the Duke of 
Edinburg),. the Dake of Cambridge, 
the Duke and Duchess of Portland, the Duke 
of Devonshire, the Duke of Westminster, 
Lord Roseberry, Earl Cadogan, the Eari of 
Coventry, the Marquis of ndonderry and 
Lora Randolph Churchill. 

The general public and the sporting fra- 
ternity looked upon Ladas asa ‘‘sure win- 
ner,’’ and the bettingonthe favorite was 
accordingly unprecedented in the history of 
the race. The feld was the smallest in years. 

Lord Randolph Uburchill,Mr. Henry Labou- 
chere and the Rt. Hon. Henry Chaplain were 
among the Warm supporters of Ladas. Col. 
North, the ‘‘Nitrate King,’’ who drove a 
coach from the Hotel Metrople to the course, 
is also understood to have beena strony 
Ladas man.

The Cemmon Labérer. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Please have the kiadness to publish the 
following leaf from the life of a common 
laborer : 

A man without work, a few dollars in bis 
pocket, and tired of hunting for work In the 


city of 8t. Louls, goes to the employment 
agent to secure work. He is told by the 
agent thathe can secure work on the Gov- 
ernment contract works north of &t. Louis 
if he pays him $2 for fare and office fee. 

Our workingman ships oat, and soon finds 
out that he hasto work ten hours a day in a 
quarry for$1.2%5 a day and pay $8.50 a week 
for board. The tent or shade in which the 
workingmen are camped seldom affurds 
good shelter, and the food is not prepared 
well,and very often not sufficient. Ifthe 
workmen Kick they are told If it does not sult 
them that they can take the rodd. Our 
workingman, after working about a month, 
gets tired of his treatment and leaves the 
place. 

As payment he receives atime check, with 
which be has to walk twelve and sometimes 
twenty miles to get it cashed at some store 
imacountry town. On cashing the eheck, 
the storekeeper deducts 10 cents on the $1 
for his trouble. Soafter one month’s hard 
labor, the workingmen clears about $10, out 
of which he has to buy clothes. 

Should the workingmen be overtaken by 
night in a country town, they have to sleep 
in the felds, as it nappened last Thursday 
night. when three men were refused beds by 
a hotelkeeper at Hamburg, Ill., Calhoun 
County. The reason given was, that ‘as the 
men had been working in the Government 
works inthe quarries, they must be alive 
with vermin, which was not true in this 
case. Answer in your next edition of the 
paper the following questions: 

1. Can the contractor of a Government 
quarry work his men ten hours a day, and 
pay the workmen if they quit before pay 
day with time checks on which ‘the laborers 
lose 10 cents on $1? 

2. Can a hotelkeeper refuse a bed to a trav- 
eler who is soberand clean? V. J. Kosmar. 


[(i.) If the workman enters into a ten- 
hour contract the law will not make the con- 
tract any better for him. He can sue for 
and recover every cent of wages due him if 
he quits before pay day and refuses to accept 
a time check. (2.) The law requires the 
licensed tavernkeeper to entertain such a 
traveler,—Ep. P,-D.}

A WONDERFUL WORK IN SILVER 


Commemorative of a Notable Feature of 
the World's Fair. 

New York, June 6.—Tiffany’s have just 
completed an art workin solid silver whieh 
perpetuates in metal the marvelous archi- 
tecture andthe pictures of the exhibits of 
one of the most interesting buildings at the 
Worlda’s Columbian Exposition. This art 
work isin the form of a testimonial: vase 
presented by prominent American exhibi- 


torsto Willard A. Smith, Chief of the De- 
partment of Transportation Exhibits. 

The motives for the decoration are studies 
from groups by Boyle and from the decora- 
tions ofthe Interior of the transportation 
building. The vase stands 24 inches high and 
measures 42inches in circumference. It is 
Grecian inform and upon it the artist has 
presented an allegorical representation of 
those decorations of the transportation 
building which illustrate the various stages 
and progress in modes of transportation by 
land and water; but by far the most inter- 
esting part of the vase ts the reproduction of 
the famous golden door of the Duliding, which 
faced the lagoon at the Fair. This measures 
104 inches across the foundation and stands 
5% inches high. Below the golden door, 
circling eround th@ lower part of the vase 
are ten panels, which teli the history of 
transportation on land in etehed pictures of 
the vehicles used in different periods in vari- 
ous countries. On either side of the neck of 
the vase, protruding from the y 
are two handies, one representing water, 
the other steam, On_ the obverse 
side of the vase Is the etched Inscription with 
the names ofthe donors. On either side of 
the vase there are reproductions in relief 
work of the groups of Boyle, one represent- 
ing transportation by water, the other the 
transportation on land. 

The vase rests on an ebony Dar, on two 
sides of which there are large ivory panels, 
Engraved on one is a ture of the modern 
locomotive and tender; on the other the 
modern steamship.

PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


Anu Eiaborate Record of Approvals 
the Committee. 


WaASHIFGTOR, D, C., June 6.—The remark- 
able record of the Fifty-second Congress, 
wherein no billappropriating money for the 
erection ofa public. bullding was able to run 
the cauntiet of economists, is not likely to be 
repeated this session. Owing to the neces- 
sity for two or three buildings in Washington 
for the purpose of the general Government, 
the Committee on Public Buildings was de- 
layed in reaching the consideration of 


roposa!s for Duildinpas of merely 
ocal importance, Since it has been 
at work upon the minor . Dills 
of which there are many, the committee had 
made a fair record of approvals, and now 
bas reported to the House fh favor of the 
erection of fourteen post-offices and revenue 
dbutidings ranging in cost from $30,000 to 
$100,000. There have been introduced this 
session and referred to the committee bilis 
for about 150 public bulldings or for improve- 
ments to standing structures. But a small 
proportion of — have been considered by 
the committee and it is not probable 
that Chairman ankhead will give this Con- 

ress an opportunity to equal the record of 

he Fifty-first, in which nearly 100 new Gov- 

ernment bulldings were started,some of them 
costly and important enterprises. Of the 
larger projects which the committee has 
passed upon, the most important is its vote 
to erect a new Government Printing Office 
to succeed the present dangerous and crowd- 
ed affairwhieh has been ceondemned as a 
menace tolife by the last two public print- 
ers. Forthis the committee decided to rec- 
ommend $300,000 for purchasing land and 
$1,500,000 for the building itself, but the con- 
tention overa site is still in progress with 
small prospects of an agreement between 
the House ana “enate. 

The House Committee agreed also to the 
Senate bill for a hall of public records; has 
voted to complete the New York Appraiser’s 
warehouse, which had been temporarily 
roofed after two stories were finished, tothe 
originally intended height of ten stories, ata 
cost of 31 000,000, and to erect a ten-story 
peste office in Chicago.

Usually 
the most stoical and taciturn of men, he 
could not control his feelings, and did not 
rey totry to control them. He declared 

hat he mustatonce resign his seat in Par- 
ement and his place in the Irish movement. 


ABHORRED THE DEED. 

**Shortly after other Irish members began 
to gather at the hotel, and the telegram I 
had brought was confirmed Dy copies of the 


Observer. Parnell, Dillon and Davitt soon 
repared and signed the proclamation to the 
rish people to which Tynan refers. That 

the feeling which it expressed that a terribie 

blow had been struck at the Irish cause by 
the cowardly and unprovoked assassination 
of a friendly stranger, andof their detesta- 
tion and abhorrence ofthe deed which they 
regarded not onlyas a crime against indi- 
viduals, but also as acrime against a nation, 
sprang from the hearts of the three men, no 
one who saw them at the time could have 
the shadow of a doubt. To Parnell it must 
have seemed, as he expressed it at the 
moment, like the destruction of his hopes 
for Irelana and the enaging of his political 
career. For, although itt was not yet pub- 
lished, what was styled the Iimainham 
treaty "had then been made, and Mr. Giad- 
stone was on the point of making the turn 
which changed him from the coercer of Ire- 
land tothe most poewrtful and strenuous ad- 
vocate of Home Rale, and Lord Cavendish, 
who had just been butchered, was his mes- 
senger of peace, the first public indication of 
his change of front. Nor is there any ques- 
tion that the feeling of Parnell, Dillion and 

Davitt and the other prominent members 

whom I met that morning was the feeling of 

the Irish people.’
